Torraa, La., May 3.—The second line 
of levees protecting the big slate con 
vlct plantation from the Mississippi 
river at Angola, La., broke, ami within 
a short tim e the 5000 acre plantation 
was inundated. 
T he state recently com pleted a half 
million dollar sugar refinery on the 
Angola plantation, and this will be 
flooded. 
Tile new s th at the engineers had 
given up all hope of closing the cre­ 
vasse was flashed to every town on 
th e west side of tile Mississippi rivet 
within a radius of fifty miles It m eans

abandonm ent 
of 
thousands

homes in the territory south of Tor- 
ras, and property dam age th at will 
run into the millions.

Angola 
break Is across the 
river from th e T orras crevasse ami 
less than six miles distant. The flo a1 
waters on tile Angola side will tov t 
thousands of acres of fine farm ing 
land along the east bank as far down 
as Bayou Sara and St. Francisville, 
and probably will return to the Mis 
tlssippi near .Morganza, La. 
Wom en scream ing and man veiling 
a* they hurried into their home* and 
grabbed their children and valuable4 
In their mad effort to reach plates o 
safety and the stam peding of anim al - 
turned loose by their owners to seek 
safe place*, w ere some of the chao Ic 
condition* 
that 
prevailed in Torres 
when the alarm was sounded that lh** 
levee at th e junction of the Old and 
M ississippi rivers had given way to 
the m ighty pressure of the flood wa 
ters. 
Although It had been known that 
several 
weak 
w|»ot* had developed 
where the break occurred, little alien 
tion had been ftald to this by the cit 
zen* of T o rras. and they were faugh 
unprepared 
Within a few m inutes af­ 
ter the break had become known th'- 
townsjwople were thrown into a pan e. 
Before the streets were 
entirely 
subm erged a m ajority of th e people 
had reached plates of safety.

hundred women and children were put 
on hoard a freight train that had Just 
arrived in T orras These were taken 
to a point below the town. 
No loss of life has been reporte t, 
but it la feared some fatalities m a' 
occur in the Interior, a* the w ater is 
rushing through the country so ra 
pldly that sufficient warning may not 
have reached those living In distil t» 
remote fron, wire com m unication 
Millions of dollars of loss will be 
caused bv th** devastation of some of 
the most valuable farm s and plan’a 
tlons in Louisiana It Is feared, by this

Food supplies have

massed
